Dr. Lorand of Carlsbad, a Eu- 


ropean authority on longevity. . 
says that the causes of old nge 
are three in number: (1) Slow- 
ing of the process of oxidation: 
(2) hardening of the 
arteries 


and other organs; (3) autointoxi- 
cation, or the "retention of toxic 
matter following the defective 
working of the organs whose 
function it is to destroy and elim- 
inate such matter." He advises 
that particular attention be giv- 
en to secretions aud that we 
take care that they flow normal- 
ly. 
Diet and exercise rather 


tban drugs should be depended 
upon for this purpose. Further- 
more, -we are advised to cut down 
our daily ration of red meat, re- 
placing it with fish, eggs, milk. 
cheese and vegetables. Red meat 
once a day is the allowance rec- 
ommended.
